The sole issue for consideration is obviousness-type double patenting. Claims 1, 3-5, 8, 
9, 16 and 25 were rejected on grounds of obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1, 2 and 
6 of US. Patent No. 6,1 17,372. Claims 1-9, 15-21 and 25 were rejected on grounds of 
obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1-8 and 11-12 of U.S. Patent No. 6,221,285. In 
response, Applicants point out that claims 10-14 were indicated to be free of both rejections. 
Accordingly, Applicants have taken the substance of claim 10 into main claim 1 . Therefore, all 
of the claims, which depend directly or indirectly from claim 1, should be free of these rejections 
as well.
